Linda Jeffrey says she agreed to 
“coach” Patrick Brown during his 
aborted run for Peel Chair, only to 
have him ‘betray’ her by running for 
Mayor of Brampton. 

“Tt was just a few weeks ago he was 
asking for my advice,” Jeffrey told 
Peel Weekly News. “ ‘He’s come to see 
me twice when he was running for 
the leadership, and then when he 
wanted to be regional chair. So the 


person I was coaching a few weeks 
now wants the job.” 

Several weeks ago, Brown met with 
the mayors of Mississauga and 
Brampton in the run up to his cam- 
paign, for what was then the elected 
position of Peel Chair. 

“Essentially, he was looking for an 
endorsement,” Jeffrey said. 

"At that time, he didn’t know a lot 
about Brampton. He really hadn’t

When asked if she felt a sense of 
betrayal, having “coached” Brown 
ahead of his run for Peel Chair and 
then having him run against her, Jef- 
frey said, “I guess you could come to 
that conclusion.”

Brown calls the com- 
ments, “Hilarious.” 

“The last person I would 
seek advice from is a for- 
mer failed Wynne Liberal 
cabinet minister,” he told 
Peel Weekly News. 

“We met and had a bad 
meeting. She spent the en- 
tire meeting complaining 
about her council and the 
police chief. I thought to 
myself, what a lack of 
leadership." 

Brown initially an- 
nounced he was running 
for the position of Chair of 
Peel Region, but all that 
changed when the Ford 
government cancelled 
elections for the chair po- 
sitions in Peel, York, Niag- 
ara and Muskoka for the 
2018 - 2022 municipal 
term. 

With only a day to go be- 


fore the registration dead- 
line, Brown opted to run 
for Mayor of Brampton. 

“He’s desperate, he’s 
looking for a place to run,” 
said Jeffrey. "He decided 
Brampton was where he 
was going to run. It’s not 
his first choice. It’s his 
third choice. Brampton, in 
my mind, comes first.” 

Jeffrey says Brown is 
good at going to events, 
but has yet to say anything 
substantial about what 
he’s going to do for resi- 
dents. 

Brown shot back, “I sus- 
pect the nature of the 
Mayor’s personal attacks 
against me are due to the 
fact she doesn’t want to 
run on her own record in 
light of rising crime, rising 
taxes, suffocating traffic 
and job losses." 

Jeffrey defended her 
record of long hours spent 


working on issues like the 
proposed LRT line, trying 
to bring federal and 
provincial funding to the 
city and portrayed Brown 
as having little under- 
standing of Brampton is- 
sues and so she agreed to 
“coach” him. 

“T think he was trying to 
find out what the big is- 
sues were. He didn’t know 
a lot about affordable 
housing, he didn’t know 
about concerns related to 
crime and violence in the 
community. He was really 
unaware of the transporta- 
tion concerns we had,” she 
said, adding, “Even health 
care, maybe because he 
was distracted by what 
was going on in Toronto. I 
don’t know.” 

She’s described Brown's 
candidacy as a potential 
source of “chaos” in 
Brampton. 


“He’s got a record that is 
questionable. He’s in the 
midst of litigation. He’s 
clearly locked horns with 
Premier Ford. This isn’t 
helpful to the City of 
Brampton. We need stabil- 
ity. We need someone who 
can work with all levels of 


government.” 
She also is critical of 
Brown’s support for 


Harper government initia- 
tives during his time as 
MP, including getting rid 
of the gun registry and not 
supporting same sex mar- 
riage. 

“T don’t think it’s going 
to be helpful for Brampton 
to have someone who is 
trying to rehabilitate his 
political career and really 
has some people who don’t 
want him to be elected 
down in Queen’s Park.” 

The municipal election 
will be held on Oct. 22. 


Thompson to Ford: help us get ready for Amazon

With e-commerce giant 
Amazon getting ready to build 
a new facility in Caledon, the 
town’s mayor is pressing the 
Ford government for much 
needed infrastructure help. 

“We're waiting to hear back. 
We've reached out to the gov- 
ernment on a number of is- 
sues, not just Amazon alone,” 
Allan Thompson told Peel 
Weekly News. 

“They definitely know 
where Caledon is. Our MPP 
definitely knows what my is- 
sues are. I think we’re on the 
front of the line. “ 

Once built, the million 
square foot facility will gener- 
ate more than 800 full-time 
jobs. 

Amazon says workers at the 
facility “will pick, pack, and 
ship small items to customers 
such as books, electronics and 
toys.” 

Thompson says Caledon 
has plenty of young people 
looking for jobs, so Amazon 
will have a good supply of 
local people to choose from. 


“The challenge is people 
can’t find good jobs to work 
through. Amazon is a really 
good fit for those young peo- 
ple,” he said touting the com- 
pany’s funding for 
educational upgrades like tu- 
ition and skills training. 

“We already have people 
here looking for work, want- 
ing good jobs. With the Ama- 
zon, I don’t disagree there’s 
others coming here. We're 
going to have a lot of growth.” 

Thompson says he'd love it 
if all those hired for Amazon’s 
Caledon plant were local peo- 
ple, but says that would be 
wishful thinking. 

He won't speculate how 
many workers might be hired 
from the Caledon area, but 
says the tax base really needs 
more local employment 
sources. 

“We need to grow the tax 
base and especially some- 
thing like Amazon, we need 
quite a few of those to make 
this work. There are a lot of 
people (in Caledon) who 
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would love to work closer to 
home.” 

As far as residential devel- 
opment goes, he points to 
300 homes on the bottom end 
of Bolton, in which people are

just moving in. 

“We've got Mayfield West 
building a community of 10 to 
12,000 new residents as well. 
We've got Bolton that’s going 
to have another 10,000 when 


the appeals are all sorted out. 
That would’ve been underway 
now if it wasn’t challenged 
and appealed.” 

As far as getting govern- 
ment support, transportation 
routes are high on the list. 

“T agree that traffic is a 
problem. It is something the 
previous government would 
not deal with and it’s been a 
real challenge. I hope the new 
government is listening be- 
cause this is their responsibil- 
ity is to move everybody 
quickly and efficiently. It 
takes time to build 400 series 
roads but we’re 20 years be- 
hind that. As Mayor and asa 
council, we’ve got to keep 
pressuring and lobbying gov- 
ernment to get the 427 moved 
to Highway nine. It should 
further north.” 

When it comes to Amazon, 
Thompson says there are def- 
inite advantages as far as traf- 
fic flow goes. “If you look at 
the infrastructure, everyone is 
heading south in the morning 
and going north at night. So 


we're driving the traffic the 
opposite direction. So we 
have a lot of room to grow. 
The challenge we have with 
trucks moving in and out. 
Amazon is going to be right 
on Coleraine Dr. near our 
truck bypass route. It’s de- 
signed and engineered for 
that. Within the next couple 
of years the Coleraine section 
that is down in Brampton is 
going to be built out to Major 
Mac where the 427 is going to 
meet. “ 

All in all, he says the Ama- 
zon announcement has the 
potential to help transform 
the community. 

“From Caledon’s view, to 
me this is a huge win. It 
makes it more sustainable. 
We're going to take a lot of

There’s no sign yet of a 
land rush in Bolton follow- 
ing Amazon’s announce- 
ment it’s building a huge 
processing plant in the area, 
says Bolton real estate agent 
Dawn Bennett. 

“We haven’t had any new 
development indications 
coming through the town of 
Caledon planning depart- 
ment at this stage of the 
game that I’m aware of,” she 
told Peel Weekly News. 

Last month, the e-com- 
merce giant announced a 
new fulfillment centre in the 
community. Once built, the 
million square foot facility 
will generate more than 800 
full-time jobs. Amazon says 
workers at the facility “will 
pick, pack, and ship small 
items to customers such as 
books, electronics and toys.” 

At the time of the an- 
nouncement, Caledon 
Mayor Allan Thompson said 
the town " is the ideal home 
for Amazon's latest Cana- 
dian expansion. I'm so 
pleased to welcome this 
world class, leading edge 


and customer focused or- 
ganization to our commu- 
nity,” "The creation of good 
paying, stable, long term 
jobs will bolster our local 
economy and positively im- 
pact Caledon's future sus- 
tainability,” he added. 

But Bennett, who’s been a 
real estate agent in the area 
for 17 years, says most of 
those jobs will probably 
benefit people from neigh- 
bouring cities in Peel Re- 
gion. 

“T think, more likely the 
neighbouring larger me- 
tropolises of Brampton and 
Mississauga are going to see 
that kind of demand be- 
cause they’re only 15 to 25 
minutes away from where 
the location will be.” 

Bennett says she’s been 
keeping her “ear to the 
ground” for potential new 
development, adding, 
“We're not really seeing it at 
this stage.” 

The company says the 
Caledon fulfillment centre 
together with the new facil- 
ity in Ottawa will bring 


more than 1,400 new jobs to 
Ontario by the end of 20109. 

“The difficulty with Cale- 
don per se is we don’t have 
a whole lot of new builds 
going on, new subdivisions, 
as far as that side of it goes. 
The ability to absorb that 
kind of new density is pretty 
limited.” 

The largest centre in Cale- 
don, Bolton is mainly a 
commuter town with resi- 
dents leaving the area to 
jobs in Toronto, Brampton 


or Mississauga. 

Bennett says in all likeli- 
hood, that'll continue de- 
spite the Amazon centre in 
the town. 

What will change, how- 
ever, is the traffic coming 
into the area, especially 
when the huge Canadian 
Tire facility north of where 
the Amazon plant is going to 
be built is factored in. 

With more cars coming in 
to work at Amazon, Bennett 
expects a lot more local traf- 


fic coming in as well as 
going out. 

“We're a commuter com- 
munity and the more truck 
transit we’re going to be see- 
ing, the more it’s going to ef- 
fect traffic flow getting to 
and from major highways.” 

The Caledon facility will 
be Amazon's sixth fulfill- 
ment centre in Ontario, 
where it currently employs 
more than 2,000 full-time 
people. 


Cheap suds officially announced by Ford government

Cheaper beer will soon be 
making its way to corner 
stores in Peel and beyond, 
as the Ford government an- 
nounced that the “Buck-a- 
Beer” program will go into 
effect later this month. 

“We're going to do this 
smartly and responsibly,” 
said Premier Doug Ford 
during a press conference 
Tuesday afternoon in Pic- 
ton. “We trust Ontario beer 
drinkers and other con- 
sumers to make their own 
smart, mature and respon- 
sible choices." 

The initiative, which will 
lower the price floor of any 
beer that has 5.6 per cent 
alcohol volume or less to $1, 
will come into effect on 
Aug. 27 after being an- 
nounced as a campaign 
pledge earlier this summer. 

The program is set to give 
a shot in the arm to local 
convenience stores and 


mom-and-pop shops who 
have been requesting it 
since its elimination in 
2008. 

“Our customers want it,” 
storeowner Bhavin Shah of 
Bobbys Convenience Plus 
in south Mississauga said to 
Peel Weekly News earlier 
this summer. 

“The people of Ontario 
have been asking for it for 
many years. They’ve signed 
petitions and it’s been avail- 
able for many years in other 
markets.” 

Beer had a minimum re- 
tail price of $1 for a three- 
year-period from 2005 - 
2008, before it was re- 
placed by new legislation by 
the Wynne government. 

The “Buck-a-Beer” pro- 
gram won’t apply to ciders, 
spirits, wine or draft beer 
sold in bars and restau- 
rants. 

Brewers are also being in- 


centivized to lower their 
prices, via LCBO promo- 
tions like in-store displays, 
advertising incentives and 
limited-time discounts for 
those who lower their prices 
before or after Aug. 27. 
The change will benefit 
family-run businesses who 
have had costs “down- 
loaded” onto them by previ- 


ous governments, said 
Ontario Convenience Store 
Association CEO Dave 


Bryans, who discussed the

pledge earlier this year. 
“We have to have govern- 
ments understand that you 
can’t keep downloading 
costs on family run busi- 
nesses and hope they're 
going to survive,” Bryans 
told PWN earlier this sum- 
mer, saying that the associ- 
ation has seen storeowners 
walk away from their busi- 
nesses due to rising costs. 
Selling alcohol boosts 
sales of dozens of other 
items in stores, even if alco- 


hol sales in and of them- 
selves aren't hugely prof- 
itable, said Bryans. 

Ford was optimistic about 
the program, telling re- 
porters that the govern- 
ment was elected on a 
promise to “reduce red tape 
and put the people first.”

Peel municipalities fall short of provincial average for organ donors

Peel municipalities have 
fallen short of the provin- 
cial average for organ 
donors, according to a new 
set of statistics released by 
the Trillium Gift of Life 
Network. 

Brampton (18%) and 
Mississauga (21%) fall 
below the province’s regis- 
tered donor average of 
25%, despite the network 
clocking in over four mil- 
lion residents registering 
consent for donations. 

“Although we are proud 
of our nation’s outpouring 
of support, it should not 
take a tragedy to jolt peo- 
ple out of their complan- 
cency,” said Gift of Life 
Network president Ronnie 
Gavsie, who said that 


someone on an organ 
transplant waitlist dies be- 
cause there aren’t enough 
organs to fill the need. 
The Gift of Life Network 
is the province’s agency re- 
sponsible for organ and 
tissue donation and trans- 
plantation, and reached 
their milestone earlier this 
year, largely as a response 
to the Humboldt tragedy. 
New registrations for 
organ donors jumped 24 
per cent in Apr. of this 
year, with thousands of 
residents signing up. 
Families consent to 
organ donation only half 
of the time in the absence 
of donor registration. 
“Ontarians are saving 
lives through donor regis- 


tration,” said Gavsie. “(It) 
relieves families of the 
burden of making a deci- 
sion to donate organs and 
tissue on their loved ones 
behalf during an already 
difficult time." 

Northern Ontario has 
the highest amount of reg- 
istered donors, with 49 per 
cent of eligible residents 
on the list. Central On- 
tario, which includes Peel, 
Toronto and other munic- 
ipalities, fell short of the 
provincial average.

Applications open for windrow program fississauga bets big on climate 
change official plan 


Residents looking to pro- 
tect their driveways from a 
mountain of snow caused 
by plows can breathe a bit 
easier, as applications have 
opened for the snow clear- 
ing program in Mississauga. 

The Driveway Windrow 
Snow Clearing Program is a 
City-backed initiative that is 
open to residents who are 
65 years of age or older, and 
need help clearing 


windrows (snow left at the 
end of a driveway after a 


snowplow has cleared the 
road) from their properties. 

The program will run 
from Nov. 26 - Mar. 29, 
2019, and will allow for 
windrow snow clearing up 
to 36 hours after the end of 
a snowstorm. 

City crews will clear a 
space in the windrow (ap- 
prox. 10 feet wide/three 
metres) that will allow for 
residents to move a car in 
and out of their driveway. 

Eligible residents have 


until 9 p.m. on Nov. 9, 2018 
to apply for the 2018-2019 
season. 

The program costs $200 
for eligible residents, but is 
free for sepia who 
meet certain financial assis- 
tance criteria. Applications 
will be capped at a maxi- 
mum of 300 participants, 
on a first-come, first-served 
basis. 

“This program gives eligi- 
ble residents the opportu- 
nity to receive assistance 
with clearing space in their 
windrows’ when heavy 
snowfall hits this winter,” 
said city works operations 
director Mickey Frost, 

Eligible residents can 
print and complete an on- 
line application form at 
mississauga.ca/windrow or 
pick up a form at any com- 
munity centre, the Central 
Library’s Recreation Cus- 
tomer Service Centre or the 
Mississauga Seniors’ Cen- 
tre.

2032, and Energy Star in- 
dustry certification for all 
City-owned facilities. 

“In 2018, we have been 
engaging with residents, 
business and local part- 


ners to create responsible 
and forward-looking so- 
lutions, for both the City 
and the community, to 
offset the impacts of cli- 


mate change,” said city 
commissioner Paul 
Mitcham. 


The Municipalities for 
Climate Innovation Pro- 
gram (MCIP) is a five- 
year $75-million 
program, delivered by the 
Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities and 
funded by the Govern- 
ment of Canada.

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U.S. judge delivers verdict on wind turbines

In a judicial verdict which 
reflects on the renewable en- 
ergy debacle in Ontario, a 
presiding judge in California 
recently delivered an in- 
evitable verdict on intermit- 
tent renewables, 
pronouncing that they would 
never replace coal, gas and 
nuclear energy. 

In reaching his verdict, 
Judge William Alsup insisted 
that the litigants, the por 
of California and the oil com- 
panies present their best sci- 
entific evidence for and 
against the state’s assertion 
that fossil fuel emissions are 
causing dangerous climate 
change. 

He was seeking evidence of 
the alleged damages from 
burning oil, natural gas and 
coal — but also about the im- 
mense benefits to humanity 
and the people of California 
from using those fuels for the 


past 150 years and more. 

The judge comes to his ju- 
dicial duties with sound cre- 
dentials for assessing cases 
and making judgements. 

He has a BS in engineering, 
has written computer pro- 
grams, and delved deeply 
into the technical aspects of 
numerous cases before him, 
and even studied other pro- 
gramming languages for a 
complex Oracle v. Google 
lawsuit. He is obviously not 
your every-day judge. 

He is, indeed, a rare breed, 
someone who both under- 
stands and appreciates the 
world in which we live. 

There appears to be a class 
of individuals, some of whom 
can be found here in Ontario, 
who_ believe that energy 
should be freely available, to 
all. Instead, they go out of 
their way to promote costly, 
unreliable and intermittent 


wind and solar: a pair that 
will only ever deliver power at 
the margins; which depend 
upon massive, never-ending 
subsidies; cost a fortune to 
deliver; and do so only ac- 
cording to location and the 
time of day and the weather. 

The Industrial Revolution 
freed Europe and later North 
America from agrarian 
poverty, and despite the trials 
and tribulations it went 
through - after all it was a 
‘evolution’ - millions of peo- 
ple were freed from poverty 
and misery. 

Today, once again we see 
millions of people in Africa 
and other under-developed 
countries making progress to 
relieve their citizens of the 
poor living conditions under 
which many of them live. 

What is the primary energy 
motivator which will be used 
to_assist these countries in 
achieving this goal? It is 
COAL. 

Yes, to the dismay of the 
enviro-fascists of the world, 
coal will be the salvation of 
these countries. 

At the heart of the most 
rapid progress seen in the ad- 
vancement of the human 
condition was thermal en- 
ergy: principally coal, and 
later oil and gas, all fossil 
fuels. 

The current generation, if 
they are against fossil fuels, 
might pause to consider that 
their daily existence depends 
on the energy generated to 
run their cars, to heat and il- 
luminate their homes. 

While the forecasts of new 
coal-fired plants to be built 
vary depending on source 
and time of release, some 
state that there is a reduction 
in planned construction of 


new plants, while others 
point to plans for the con- 


struction of hundreds of coal- 
fired plants in several 
countries. 


For example, as late as July 
2017, data from one web site 
(https://wattsupwiththat.co 
m) reported that the world’s 
biggest developers of coal- 
fired power plants plan to 
build 1,600 new coal-fired 
plants in 62 countries, over 
the next several years, with 
China’s energy coment 
making up nearly half of the 
new coal generation expected 
to go online in the next 
decade 

Chinese corporations alone 
are building or planning to 
build more than 700 new 
coal plants at home and 
around the world, some in 
countries that today burn lit- 
tle or no coal, according to 
tallies compiled by Urgewald, 
an environmental group 
based in Berlin. 

Many of the plants are in 
China, but by capacity, 
roughly a fifth of these new 
coal power stations are in 
other countries, like South 
Africa, South Korea, India, 
the European Union, Turkey, 
Philippines, and Japan, 
among many others. 

Overall, these 1,600 coal 
plants are planned for con- 
struction in 62 countries, ac- 
cording to Urgewald’s tally, 
which uses data from the 
Global Coal Plant Tracker 
portal. The new plants would 
expand the world’s coal-fired 
power capacity by 43 percent. 

This news on new coal 
plants brings us to the Paris 
climate accord agreement, 
rejected by President Trump, 
but signed on by 179 coun- 
tries, including Canada. 


The fleet of planned new 
coal plants will make it virtu- 
ally impossible to meet the 
goals set in the Paris climate 
accord: to keep the increase 
in global temperatures from 
pre-industrial levels below 
3.6 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Electricity generated from 
fossil fuels like coal is the 
biggest single contributor 
globally to the rise in carbon 
emissions, which some scien- 
tists, but not all, believe is 
causing the Earth’s tempera- 
tures to rise, which ignores 
the fact that CO2 is a major 
contributor to plant life, with- 
out which plants would die. 

“Today, new countries are 
being brought into the cycle 
of coal ateama a said 
Heffa Schiicking, the director 
of Urgewald, because it is a 
relatively cheap source of en- 
ergy for under-developed 
countries which do not have 
the resources to build other, 
more expensive forms of en- 
ergy, like renewables, which 
have a dubious reputation in 
Australia, the U.K., Germany, 
and parts of Canada, particu- 
larly Ontario. 

In the U.K. alone, where re- 
sistance to the continued de- 
velopment of wind turbines 
and calls to decommission 
those already in use, there are 
over 121 anti-wind turbine 
organizations, seeking to put 
a stop to the spread of wind 
turbines, for various reasons 
- the high cost of electricity 

enerated by these 'beasts of 
the wind,' the intermittent, 
unreliability of wind turbines, 
or for aesthetic reasons re- 
lated to preserving histori- 
cally scenic regions. 

In our modern world, it is a 
travesty that a billion and a 
half people are still without 


electricity, two billion still 
exist on a few dollars a day, 
and millions still die every 
year from insect-borne, lung 
and intestinal diseases — 
largely because they still burn 
wood and dung, instead of 
using fossil fuels like coal to 
generate energy. 
Meanwhile, in developed 
countries, trucks, cars, buses, 
trains, subways and airplanes 
move people, food and prod- 
ucts quickly and efficiently. 
All these vehicles (internal 
combustion and _ electric) 
exist because of fossil fuels, 
and travel on roadways made 
with fossil fuels: asphalt from 
oil, metal and concrete man- 
ufactured using fossil fuels. 
Even electric cars require 
oil, gas and coal for manufac- 
turing and recharging. In- 
deed, the  earth-movin 
machines, drilling rigs an 
production platforms, 
pipelines, foundries, factories 
and_ other _ technologies 
needed to extract, process 
and fabricate raw materials 
into the world around us, 
exist because of fossil fuels. 
Every bit of metal, plastic. 
concrete, wood, fabric an 
food we see results from fossil 
fuels. Even wind turbines, 
solar panels and biofuels are 
impossible to manufacture 
or use without fossil fuels. 
Barring major efficiency, 
battery storage and other 
technolo improvements, 
renewable energy cannot 
possibly replace fossil fuels. 
Judge Alsup had no choice 
but to rule in favor of the oil 
company defendants ... and 
all who rely on oil, gas and 
coal for the countless, life-en- 
hancing benefits _ barely 
touched on in this article.

They are adding to the 
problem with hopes of being 
voted in as the savior. De- 
mand that they offer real so- 


lutions and action plans 
rather than outrage before 
they earn your vote.

Rogers Cup Favourites and Prospects for Canadians?

This week, the best tennis 
players in the world gather 
in Toronto and Montreal to 
contest the Rogers Cup. 

Who can forget the electri- 
fying performance by a then 
18-year-old Denis Shapo- 
valov of Richmond Hill in 
last year's third round 
match? On a magical night 
at Uniprix Stadium in Mon- 
treal, in front of his home 
crowd which included the 
likes of Wayne Gretzky, 
Shapovalov pulled off the 
upset of the tournament 
when he stunned then world 
# 1 Rafael Nadal. 

It is something the fans in 
Toronto will likely be 
buzzing about as this year's 
event gets underway. 

After splitting the first two 
sets, the third went to a tie- 
breaker. They often talk 
about matches for the ages, 
well this could be described 
as a game for the ages. 

Nadal and Shapovalov 
went toe to toe and back and 
forth in the deciding game, 
electrifying the Canadian 
crowd in the process. 

Despite Nadal going up 3- 
O in the third set tiebreaker, 
Shapovalov looked unfazed 
in facing the biggest oppo- 
nent of his young career. 

Shapovalov managed to 
fend off Nadal long enough 
to take a match that appar- 


ently still haunts Nadal to 
this day. 

Although Shapovalov 
would go on to lose in 
straight sets to another 
youngster in Alexander 
Zverev of Germany in the 
semi-final, he certainly got 
the attention of the entire 
tennis world, including the 
greatest player of all time, 
Roger Federer. 

Since announcing himself 
ready to take on the world's 
best last year, Shapovalov 
has continued his ascent up 
the ATP rankings. He began 
last year's tournament 
ranked 143rd in the world 
and jumped to 67 the follow- 
ing week. The 19-year-old 
heads into year's Roger's 
Cup with his highest world 
ranking ever at #26. 

As far as this year's tour- 
nament is concerned, both 
Montreal and Toronto will 
be missing marquee players. 

On the men's side, Roger 
Federer has decided to skip 
the tournament to ease his 
schedule and make sure he 
gives himself the best 
chance to win a sixth U.S. 
Open, a tournament he has 
not captured since winning 
five in a row between 2004 
and 2008. 

On the women's side, Ser- 
ena Williams pulled out of 
the women's draw less than 


48 hours before the start of 
the tournament citing "per- 
sonal reasons". This leaves 
things wide open for the 
ladies in Montreal. 

Although Milos Raonic 
was the dominant Canadian 
male for years, Shapovalov 
comes into the tournament 
as the top seed on the men's 
side, having moved past the 
injury-plagued Raonic in the 
ATP rankings for the first 
time back in May. 

While Shapovalov was 
eliminated in the second 
round at Wimbledon, 
Raonic's run to the quarter 
finals may have been a state- 
ment that he is not prepared 
to cede his position to the 
younger Shapavalov. 

Young Felix Auger Alias- 
sime, at the tender age of 17, 
rounds out the contenders 
for the Canadian men with a 
ranking of #134 in the 
world. 

For the Canadian women, 
just a few short years ago all 
the attention was on Euge- 
nie Bouchard after her mag- 
ical run in 2014. 

She would make it all the 
way to semi-finals of both 
the Australian and French 
Open, followed by an even 
better showing at Wimble- 
don, where she made it all 
the way to the finals. 

Despite ending the season 


ranked #5 in the world, she 
comes into the Roger's Cup 
ranked #129 on the WTA 
tour. 

The Canadian women to 
watch in this year's edition 
appear to be 18-year-old 
Bianca Andreescu and 23- 
year-old Carol Zhao. 

As far as the favourites on 
either side of the draw, that 
is anyone's guess, especially 
on the ladies side after Ser- 
ena William's last minute 
withdrawal. 

With different women 
capturing the first three ma- 
jors of the year, it is anyone's 


guess who will come out on 
top this year and claim the 
wide open #1 world ranking. 
Wimbledon champ An- 
gelique Kerber, French 
Open champ Simona Halep, 
and Australian Open champ 
Caroline Wozniacki have to 
be considered among the 
favourites, along with 
Sloane Stephens and Gar- 
bine Muguruza, to lift the 
trophy on Sunday. 

On the men's side, with 
the absence of Roger Fed- 
erer, world #1 Rafael Nadal 
and recently crowned Wim- 
bledon champion Novak 


Djokovic have to the be 
among the favourites, along 
with last year's champion 


21-year-old and _ third 
ranked Alexander Zverev of 
Germany. 


Whatever transpires in 
both Montreal and Toronto, 
one can only hope to see a 
repeat of the fireworks that 
we were treated to last year 
with Denis Shapovalov's 
mesmerizing performance 
and run to the semi-final.
